ernoon. 
Hundreds of persons on the 


tuj> deck were plunged down on 
the 


heads of other hundreds crowded on the 
second deck. The lower deck then gave 
way,

Thirty-five persons—mostly women-— 


were killed by the. shivered timbers, or 
crushed to death by the falling bodies 
of companions and friends.

were seriously injured, whila hysteria 
and fright caused tho disabling of scores 
of others.

down in the crash and the debris from 
this was added to the wreckage tlmt 
fell on top of the injured and the dead. 


The, 
accident occurred a few minutes 


before. ]2 o'clock, Thn Empire clny pa- 
rade, the principal feature of the cele- 
bration in th« honor of the Into Queen 
Victoria's birthday had just ended and 
the participants with thousands of oth- 
er visitors, wore crowding up the steps 
of tho pier and surging toward the audi- 
torium when the pier floor sagged. An 
instant later tho supports gave way and 
the crack and gtpnn of breaking tim- 
bers mingled with the, nhriekn and cries 
of the victims, as all went down into a 
mass of broken wood nnd writhing hu- 
man forms on the sand. 


Virtually the entire landing of the 


pior was wrecked nnd ft portion of the 
auditorium front fell. 


The cause of the accident was the 


overcrowding of the pier. This, accord- 
ing to an official statement, was due 
tp the delay in unlocking the doors. Had 
the doors been unlocked at tho proper 
time, it was asuerted, the crowd would 
have got into the auditorium instead of 
massing at the doors, whore the weight 
overwhelmed the pier supports. 


Panic Follows Crash. 


When the auditorium front fell those 


near tho doors triad to get out on the 
pier and wont down on top of the scores 
who already lay hurt or dying on the 
snnd. 


Mayor Hatch, of Long Beach, who 


was to have been one of the principal 
speakers at the celebration, was in the 
midst of the throng on the pier and at 
first reported lo be. among the dead or 
injured. 
He escaped unhurt, however, 


nnd nided by Mayor George Alexander, 
of l.os Angeles, who came down at the 
head of thnt city's public hosiptal corps 
and several platoons of police, helped 
direct the work of rescue. 


In addition to the thousands gathered 


on the pier and its 
approaches, the 


strand was thronged by a crowd of 
probably 25,000 persons. There was but 
little warning. 
A resounding 
crack 


alarmed them and panic spread from 
end to end of the beach, while, women 
began to shriek. 
Then occurred a des- 


perntc. crush for the stairways as the 
flooring gave way and the victims slid

The tide was out when the crash oc- 


curred else the collapse would have 
thrown hundreds of persons into the sea 
nnd many Brownings would have been 
lidded to the list of fatalities.

the municipal government was assum- 
ing all expense, paying the fuuernl costs 
for the dend and supplying funds for 
the relief of the injured. 


Due to Decay. 


The weakness of the pier, which was 


built eight years ago and never repaired 
in that particular portion, is believed to 
have been due to decay caused by the 
action of salt air on wood and its iron 
fasteners nnd supports.~ However, it 
was declared that a 
much stronger 


structure might have been wrecked in 
the same circumstances as the partici- 
pants in the big parade marched upon 
the pier in step. Military men pointed 
out that the rythmetic vibration created 
by the measured tread of thousands of 
feet caused a tremendous strain on the 
supports which already had been heav- 
ily burdened by the crowd 
thronged 


about the auditorium doors awaiting ad- 
mittance. 


The grand jury investigation was de- 


manded by the officers of the United

Victoria's birthday anniversary was in- 
terrupted by the accident. 


City Attorney Long answered reports

ments of John W.. Lee. deceased, mur- 
derer, being inadmissable as evidence in 
the case against his wife, -who was in- 
dicted by the grand jury for inciting the 
crime. 


While confined in the county jail John 


W. Lee. husband of the woman and mur- 
derer of Samuel T. Furdy. Red Cross 
factory foreman, on January f), 1913. 
made the statement that his wife had 
•urged him to commit the murder. This 
evidence led to the grand jury's indict- 
ment of the woman. The sudden death 
of Lee in jail made this evidence inad- 
raissable before the court and there is 
a question whether there is sufficient 
evidence from other people to "warrant 
there being a trial of the case.

slaughter. 


Arthur Pelky. MeCarty's opponent, 


who was arrested on a. charge nf man- 
slaughter, WIIK to be given a preliminary 
hearing in police court today, but owing 
to the decision last night of the physi- 
cians who conducted the itutop'sy that 
McCarty's death resulted from disloca- 
tion of the neck and not heart failure, 


had fir«t been announced, it is an- 


ticipated that the hearing will be ad- 
journed awaiting tho result of the coro- 
ner's inquest, which will bn held at 4 
o'clock this afternoon. Dr. Monhlre, who 
conducted the aiilopnv, will lay his timi- 
ngs before Coroner Crwtcllo's jury and 
it is expected that the body will reach 
an early decision. 


Tho origin of the fire that late last 


night destroyed the Burns nreni^ where 
the light was behl, has not been discov- 
ered but authorities are extending every

and he was afterwards on his feet for 
iialf a minute. The left to the jaw was 
followed by Pelkey with a right to the 
lieart region which caused the specta- 
tors to 
believe, tho latter blow 
had 


iirought the knockout. 


Physicians nro of the opinion that 


the. dislocation of the neck was not sus- 
tained in the fall which followed. Ho 
Fell slowly and did not strike his head. 


Shortly before midnight last night, 


ind after the second examination had

rinown. The physicians stated the in- 
vestigation showed that McCarty died 
as the result of the blow to the. jaw.

Tt was not until after he had 
washed and dressed that he learned of 
McCarty's death. He had started from 
the hotel when officers arrived and took 
him into custody. 


Numerous doubts were, expressed yes- 


terday as to the actual cause, of death. 
It did not seem as though there was 
sufficient force, behind the blow to the 
heart to cause death, several have de- 
clared. 
Pelkey said he did not believe 


that his punch actually landed near the 
heart.

Eulogy for Dead, Praise for 


Living Soldier is 


Given. 


A BIG CROWD ATTENDS 


War time uteri™ and war tlm» songs, 


with addresses appropriate to the occa- 
sion completed the Memorial day pro- 
gram Sunday afternoon At the Majestic 
theater. The exercises were attended by 
a crowd thnt filled the entire lower floor 
of the theater and for two hours a amall 
frroiip of veterans of the war of the re- 
bellion and their relatives nnd friends 
participated in the ceremonies of tho 
day. 


Fitting eulogies were paid to those who 


sacrificed their lives in tho cause which

right, 
and 
praise 
wii*. 


a\varded to the gray-haired warriors who 
nre still among the living for their gal- 
lant services and their noble efforts in 
behalf of their country, and they were 
made to understand that their hardships, 
pain and misery suffered during the great 
war have not been forgotten even though 
two generations have come since that 
memorable and history-making period 


The theater was beautifully decorated 


with the national colors nnd banners of 
the local G. A. R. posts and other mili- 
tary organizations. 
Festoons of red, 


white and blue bunting draped the pil- 
lars and arches and the stage wa* n 
mass of color and foliage, while across 
the right section was the large hnnner of 
the Capt. James B. \Vhito camp, No. 171, 
Sons of Veterans, under whose auspices 
the Memorial day services were held. 


W. Grant Sink acted as president of 


the day, and tho speakers were Rev. C. 
Claud Travis, pnstor of the 
Wayne 


Street Methodist Episcopal church, and 
Rev. Alexander R. Evans, past-or of the 
Westminster Presbyterian. Musi A was 
furnished by the Dudley Buck quartet. 
After a brief introductory addrca* by 
Mr. Sink, the audience enthusiastically 
rendered "America," and the invocation 
was pronounced by Rev. Travis in the 
absence of Rev. IX H. Guild, who.was-un- 
'ahle to he present. Thet quartet beauti- 
fully rendered "We Sing" of the Heroes," 
and Rev. Trnvis then addressed the as- 


semblage on the subject, "The Meaning 
of the Day." 


" Is a Day of Days. 


"This is Memorial nay, the day before 


the day of days, Decoration day," said 
Rev. Travis. "It is as sacred as the Sab- 
bath and woo unto the nation when tho 
meaning of the day Is lost and its »a 
crcdness is desecrated." 


Rev. Travis here called attention to 


the growing tendency to consider D«co 
ration day as a day lor sports and idle- 
ness and severely deprecated the pursuit 
of pleasure in other than appropriate 
observance, of the occasion. 


"The danger of the nation will b« that 


wo forget the significance of Decoration 
liny and crowd out nil of its sacredness," 
continued the speaker. "May we always 
keep it, not only with the marching of 
soldiers nnd the beating of muffled drums 
in honor to our deceased heroes, but to 
the home* of the land and to the nation 
itself and keep it in the name <jf thosu 
who have suffered for its grcn/ causes. 
It is not only a day for the ifecoration 
of graves. It must bo a day of memory 
to the aacrifice -when great men gavt 
their lives for the nation. We mult be 
dutiful to the day and in doing so we 
will make a better nation." 


"Almost two generations have passed 


since the nation's Crisis," said Rev. 
Travis, addressing the bent and aged 
veterans who occupied acnti near the 
stage.

Yes, you came back victorious, 
but it was at the cost of lives. You 
came back broken in health and mind 
and you know the terrible cost of rio 
tory.

The True Outcome. 


Rev. Trnvis 
declared that loyalty, 


fraternity and charity are as clearly de- 
fined in the memories of the occasion, as 
arc the three colors of the flag. He said 
that the most significant of thcKo was 
fraternity, 
even 
in war 
time, when 


pickets on duty talked with one an- 
other. He said It was not n war of men 
angry for the blood of other men nnd 
enemies, but n, war of brothers against 
brothers, and that the soldiers of the 
north did not shoot at the soldiers of 
the south, but just shot down south- 
ward, and that the southern warriors 
did not shoot at the fighting men of tho 
north, they just shot north and some- 
body happened to be in the way. He 
said that the wounds of the war pave 
long since been healed by the cement of 
brotherhood. 


In defining the term of loyalty, Rev. 


Trnvis said: 
"Woe unto 
the nation 


when men forget to be patriotic. Woe 
unto the nation when we forget to re 
spect the flag, respect the veterans or 
the country.

SABBATH OBSERVANCE 


A Sermon by the Rev. Henry B. M aster, Delivered at the First Presbyte- 


rian Church, Fort Wayne, Sunday, May 25. 


Speaking from the text, "The Sabbath 


was made for men" (Mark 2:27), the 
Rev. Henry B. Master, of the First 1'res- 
byterian church, delivered a sermon Sun- 
day morning on the theme of Sabbath 
observance. 
Considering 
the question 


from 
its legal, 
social 
nnd 
religious 


aspects, Rev. .Mr, Master said: 


"Those words and the occasion of 


their utterance are a direct invitation 
to the discussion of Sabbath observ- 
ance. 


"It is not to lie expected, however, 


that a problem which touches personal 
liberty so closely and is complicated 
by so many considerations of religious 
sanction, and social custom, and legal 
enactment, would lie easy ol solution 
and settlement. 
There is scarcelv any 


question about which undeniably good 
men do not hold widely divergent views. 
Oa most matters of public policy and 
social reform, and religions doctrine 
you will find equally representative men 
divided into opposing groups. 
It would 


therefore be quite unreasonable to sup- 
pose that the Lord's day would ap- 
peal with equal force to all men. or 
carry the same message to their hearts. 
or be Titilized by them in the same 
way. 
Christ himself means much to 


multitudes of men anil women, and. lit- 
tie or nothing to others. 
If, therefore, 


the living Savior cannot win the rev- 
erence and the regard of some men. it 
is a foregone conclusion that the day 
which commemorates 
his 
resurrection 


from the dead and which i? the chris- 
tian equivalent of the Jewish Sabbath, 
will have no special sanctity or sacred- 
ness in their eyes. 


What Is Proper Observance? 


"At once, however, we are brought 


face to face with another fact. 
There 


are many who call themselves chris- 
tians—and their right to do so is quite 
as undeniable and quite as well-founded 
as yours or mine or any other man's— 
who disagree with their fellow chris- 
"ti.ine as to what constitutes a proper 
observance of the Lord's day. 
In the 


spirit of the blessed Christ himself, 
without rancor or bitterness, with mal- 
ice toward none and with charity to- 
ward all, we ought to conduct our dis- 
cussion of this great question of Sab- 
bath observance. There nrc tiirec lines 
of approach to the subject-—the legal, 
the social and the religious. 
Let us 


take them in that order. 


One Preliminary Fact. 


"As preliminary to every consideration 


of this matter there is one fact that 
cannot be emphasized too strongly and 
which plight in be set forth nutst. clear- 
ly. There is no man who calls himself 
Christian wlio wishes Sunday to 
lie 


something other than a dav of rest, of 
joy, of innocent and helpful pleasure. 
There is nothing in our laws to pre- 
vent that; there is enough in them to 
guarantee it if they are properly en- 
forced. 
Every now and then there is 


an attempt to becloud the, real issue and 
to arouse prejudice by contemptuous 
references to "the blue Inws" of the Pit- 
ritnns. In behalf of those Iraws at least 


equirrel run into a certain hole, devoted 
a part of each of the remaining davs 
of his earthly

Design of the Sunday Laws. 


"It must be further understood that 


our present law.- do not forbid any work 
of charity or necessity, and to assume 
or to declare that w-ith their sanction 
any man or anybody of men could do so 
is as puerile as it is absurd.

zens of Indiana to remember the Sab- 
bath day and to keep it holy. They were 
enacted also in the interest of that 
broad humanity which would guaran- 
tee to every man who toils one day's 
rest in seven.
